YSELESS TEACHING. 


Schoolbooks With Problems That Are. 
Sadly Out of Date, 
Several educational experts recently 


replied thd’) 


examined the public school curriculum’ 


in one of the large New. England 
towns. They found that most of the 
children who dropped out of school did 
so in the seventh grade. Probing fur 
ther, they found that the course in 
arithmetic jn that grade dealt almost 


wholly with the tables of measurement. 


The experts took ten representative 
problems from this ‘course and: submit. 
ted :thent to ten business and profes 
sional executives in New York--men 
whose salgries run from $3,000-to $15,- 
000 a year. The result was ustonish- 
ing. Most of them failed utterly to 
solve the problems. The highest mark, 
"25 per ceht, was scored’ by the secre 
tary of a society. engaged 1b. social 
work.. The editor of a maguzine and 
the head of a bopk publishing” house 
found a problem dealing with the buy?’ 
ing and selling -of paper in ‘bulk -toa 
much for them. 

Both these men declared fhat the 
terms employed: in the problem. bad not 
been in current use for fifty years 
‘Bach of the ten men who were exam, 
‘{ned explained his.low mark’ by—say- 
ing: “I learned that stuff once, -but.! 
haven’t had ‘any use for it since.”.. 

There seewns to be a vital connection 
between that course in’ antiquated 
arithmetic and. the discouragement of 
the parents of those seventh grade pu- 
pils, -How much similar “stuff” ts. be- 
ing taught school children of the coun- 
try? How much of it is there in the 
curriculum of the Cleveland “ioe 
Cleveland ‘Plain Dealer. 


Pale Blue Lobsters.

TURKISH VENGEANCE.

Within two weeks after the assas: 
sination of Mahmud Shefket Pasha, 
the grand vizier of Turkey, thirty-two 
men were put to death for taking part 
in the conspiracy.

with his .retinoe. Half a dozen of 
those in charge of the trip were put to 
death as\an- ordinary. matter of’ course, 
then half a°dozen more who might 
have remotely cnown something about 
the facilities afforded by the road for 
killing the sultan. Finally all the mem- 
bers of a secret club or lodge were or- 
dered executed’ becuuse it was ascer- 
tained that one of the responses to a 
password was “Vill you roll down the 
stone?” 

| Despite the protestations of the club 
members that the words had no signifi. 
cance at all with respect to the sultan 
or the sulian’s trip along the road, they 
‘were ordered to the scaffold, They 
numbered 118 in all and died bravely, 
assuring their executioners to the very 
last ‘that they were innocent. Later a 
eunuch who told how the falling of the 
rock was merely an accident was also 
put to deatb for daring to say so,—New 
York Sun.

Exit the Postage Stamp 
Is the postage stamp doomed?
